TESTIMONY 
FOB HIGH 
LICENSE. 


At the lust meeting of the Law and 


Order society.of Philadelphia Borne very 
interesting lads were presented, showing 
the effect of high and restrictive license in 
redncing drunkenness in that city. Figures 
were given of commitments to the county 
prison for drnnkenness during periods ol 
nine months in the last three years. High 
license went into effect in Pennsylvania 
Jane 1, 1838, so that the comparisons are 
for parts of two years nailer this policy and 
of the year before it was instituted. The 
showing is very strong testimony in favor 
of the policy. 


The reoords enow tb»{ under the old 


low license' system the commitments for 
intoxication daring nine months,, from 
June, 1887, to March, 1883, numbered 
over thirteen thousand, whila for lite 
periods in the next two years the total of 
commitments was very little over fourteen 
thousand. That is, 
while under low 


liaenss and .practically unrestricted traffic 
the monthly average of commitments for 
intoxication was nearly fifteen hundred, 
under high license (Us average has been 
less-than eight hundred. It is necessary 
in order to obtain the fall value of this 
comparison to consider that there has been 
some increase in the population of Phil- 
adelphia since high license went into effect. 


The testimony of the police magistrate's 


and judges is uniformly that there has 
been a marked .charge for the" better, .'and 
this is the judgment of all who have care- 
fully observed the difference, bet»e>n the 
convivial customs of the community under 
present and former conditions:;, It is ad- 
mitted that the high license system is still 
capable of improvement' and has no't yet 
successfully prisded all the stages of a 
thorough trial, but thin admission - only 
Berveg to render more significant the good 


• resulu that have come from it. There are 
many places in ihe city where. li<joor is 
sold clandestinely, just as there -are in all 
the cities of prohibition 'States, but the 
Philadelphia Press, trays that' in spite of 
these leaks the evidence is conclusive that 
with high license the city enjoys a decrease 
of more than one-hull in dtuniencess, dis- 
order, S-ibbuth-breaking and crime.

We see" no reason 
why this part of the S'.nte should not co- 
operate with them. People who are wise, 
are always willing to join." hands with their 
neighbors, if their common welfare ir in 
the same channel. 
Our Board of Sapor- 


visors are invitad by the N. S. B. to use 
their influence in favor of co-operation. 
The intereata of out people and especially 
this valley are identical with every com- 
mercial interest of the State of Nevada. 
So far as we can do so, we shall encourage 
the co-operation of this section with that 
of Nevada. Boards of Trade encourage 
development of resources, give information 
to those seeking investments, collect infor- 
mation concerning resources, discuss the 
general good, encourage new industries, 
and are£an intelligent nucleus for all com- 
mercial affairs. 
It costs $5 per year for 


membership in the Nevada Board. This 
community, or the entire vallej, should or- 
ganize an auxiliary Board and send two or 
three delegates to that Board; their mem- 
bership dues and all necessary expenses, 
and be paid by the local Board, 


We feel and know that much good can 


be accomplished in BO doing. 


Vfe shall bring it before the Sierra Valley 


Stock and Agricultural Association at the 
annual'meeting to be held on the 2cl of 
April next. The Bo>»rd of Supervisors »t 
their April sessiou in this county, Plnmas, 
Lessen and Modoc should take Some action, 
to at least encourage the movement, at the 
request of the Nevada State Board of Trade. 
The exchanging of ideas iu Boards of 
Trade, it they are in good faith, are valu- 
able. The person who was prime mover 
in organizing the Nevada State Board of 
Trade, more than likely, had an "ax to 
grind," but no matter, much good cam be 
done to the people by the organization and 
it is wholly in the hands of the people to 
use it for good, whether the ax ig ground 
or not. 
This is not the first time a good 


thing originated in—it may be—selfish 
motives. Boards of Trade era associations 
organized all over this conntry, and are a 
sonros of great gand to the peopla, and we 
believe the Nevada State Board will be of 
much service to Nevadu and to all of Cali- 
fornia lying E&st of the summit part of the 
mountains, as the outlet for that of our 
State is principally through Nevada.

WICKED FLEA. 


Bow Be Bites and Make* MUerable' tte 


• 
European Traveler. 


Almost everybody likea to travel for the 


purpose of seeing new and strange sights. 
At least almost every person thinks he would 
'like to visit places he has never seen. He 
does not know whether he would like it or 
not until he has tried it. ,

Almost everybody I meet would like to go 


to Europe, and this is especially true of young 
people. The imagination works up » very 
lively programme, which is filled up with oni 
'alloyed pleasure. No allowance is made for 
anjj miscarriages, , none for great fatigue, 
none for the lack of accustomed comforts and 
luxuries, none for unexpected set backs 'and 
difficulties. 
, 


The average small boy or girl would say 


that he preferred three meals a day fora 
week of very sweet cake to the same number! 
of repasts of oatmeal porridge; but he would 
change his mind before the week was out. 
When I went out Jo ride in the country 
around Constantinople a big flock of quails 
was always flying ahead of the carriage, and 
the Palace of the Sweet Waters seemed to be 
in a cloud of these birds. At the hotel it was 
quail at every meal till I hated the sight of 
them; and since that I have never cared to 
eat them. 


I do not intend to give a list of the annoy- 


ances ouo encounters. in. foreign travel. It 
may seem incredible to my young friends that 
EO insignificant an insect as the wicked flea 
can seriously interfere with so grand an 
achievement as a tour abroad. I do not im- 
agine that I have suffered more than the av- 
erage traveler in Spain, Italy and some other 
countries, though my skin may be thinner 
than that of most of them; but I look upon 
the flea as I have seen him magnified on a 
white surface by the lenses of, the scientist. 


To me he is bigger than an elephant, and it 


geems as though the bite of a crocodile would 
be pleasant compared with that of the blood- 
thirsty insect. This monster has not only 
kept me awake, all night .when I needed sleep, 
but he has made me writhe and squirm all 
day. I really believe the fleas in Italy and 
Spain are more to be 'dreaded than the ban- 
ditti of those countries. 


Spain and Italy are not alone in subjecting 


tho traveler to the torture of the wicked flea. 
Even in the far north, where ice and snow 
dominate the year, the festive flea has a resi- 
dence. ' One night I went to bed, tired out 
after a hard day's work, sight seeing, in a 
hotel in Christiania, in Norway. I soon found 
that I could not go to sleep, sleepy as I was, 
I thought I had an attack of hives or rash, or 
that I bad captured the itch in some steamer 
or hotel.: 


I lay iii torment till I heard a clock strike 


the midnight hour. Then I became desperate 
and leaped from the bed. I lighted my two 
candles, determined to ascertain what the 
matter was. I could find nothing on my 
skin that 'looked like scabies, and then with a 
candle in each hand I examined the bed. It 
was swarming with a very large sized, bluo- 
black flea; and I hod learned by. experience 
that this sort was particularly wicked. 


I took my corn broom and brushed them 


out of the bed and tried again to sleep, ex- 
pecting to have my bones picked clean be- 
fore morning, though I was to be called at 6 
to take a steamer. I struggled in vain for 
another hour, and then got up again. I 
brushed the monsters all out again, and this 
time I was careful that no part of the bed 
clothes should drop, down to the floor. This 
succeeded. At any rate, I was so exhausted 
that at liiat I went to sleep. 


I was called in two hours; and in what con- 


dition was I .to appreciate the scenery of the 
Christiania Fjiord? As soon as the steamer 
was in the Skager Rack I went to sleep. That 
night I had my battle and defeat at the teeth 
of the red armored knights of my berth in a 
hutte. ', 
„ In Holland one night I was bitten one mil- 
lion times by another kind of flea, hardly less 
wicked. I did not count them, but, I esti- 
mated them. Walking through the Circus of 
Hazentius, in Rome, I smelled- pennyroyal. 
I had heard that this herb was an antidote 
for' the wicked flea, as it is for black: flies 
and mosquitoes. I gathered a considerable 
quantity of it; but I did not actually suffer 
from the depredations ' of the terrible mon- 
ster in Italy. 


In Burgos, in Spain, after looking over the 


magnificent cathedral and glancing at the 
bones of the Cid and his wife, our party of 
three took a. carriage at the hotel to visit the 
tomb of the Cid, six or seven miles from the 
city. The vehicle was a tumble down old 
hack. A kind of cloth with a nap to it bad 
been used to piece out the worn out lining. I 
wore long boots, and in a few minutes the 
armies of the wicked flea began to attack ma 
by making an advance on my legs. 


There was no rood to the convent that con- 


tains the tomb, and the old carriage bounced 
over rocks, sometimes a foot 'high, and we 
were pitched from one side to the other of 
the interior and into the laps of each other. 
We laughed at the bumps we got and should 
have had a lively time of it if the fleas had 
not spoiled all the fun.. We writhed and 
squirmed as though we were bitten by snakes. 
In spite of his prowess and the supernatural 
aid be received in his mighty victories, I 
doubt if the Cid Compeador could haye con- 
quered the army that beset ourjarty. 


Twisting 
bout and pirouroing like a 


French dancing master, Hooked at the tomb, 
but I did not take much interest in it. At 
tbe hotel I brushed the fleas out of the inside 
of my clothes and applied cologne to the skin, 
and it was very refreshing. Then I put an 
abundance of pennyroyal in my garments.* 
I was all right till I took in a new stock in 
Madrid. 
They worried and tortured my 


companions and myself beyond endurance. I 
obtained a bottle of 'flea powder at the capi- 
tal, which was of some service, but I still re- 
gard the wicked fleas as one of the scourges 
of travel.— Oliver Optic in Philadelphia 
Times.
